To the Citizens of Rye. 


During the past year, no complaint has been entered 
against any teacher or pupil; and the interest and’ good 
feeling existing between parents, teachers and scholars 
have rendered the visits of your committee to the school- 
rooms pleasant and interesting. 

Your prudential committee, have generally been for- 
tunate in the selection of competent and faithful teachers 
and your scholars in all the districts in town, have made 
commendable and satisfactory improvement in the 
various studies pursued 

Your school-rooms, provided as they are with modern 
furniture, in a good state of preservation, answer well 
the purpose for which they are used; and your school- 
yooms and your schools, compare favorably with those 
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in neighboring towns. 


During the year, through the liberality and munifi- 
cence of the voters of the South school district,a new 
and substantial brick school house has been erected, at, 
an expense of about three thousand dollars, including 
ample and pleasant play grounds, giving to the district 
a school-room which is considered by. persons well 
qualified to judge, to be one of the finest and best ar- 
ranged school-rooms,in any rural district in New England, 
an honor to the district and a credit to the town. 

Daniel Webster said: “If we work upon marble it 
will perish, if we work upon brass, time will efface it;
